I volveu lh» construction act »f Maj-, 18T8 (the 
Thumian act), which requires that the Colon 
Pacific and Central Pacific shall pay twenty- 
five percent of their earning* Into • sinking 
fund,/or the pu.jws of paying at maturity 
th«»mount «dvan-*d by the government. 
The Ceolral pvific has paid the twenty-firs 
per cent,, but 'h* Union Pacific claims the 
right to deduct from the t-iuss timings for 
new construction and new equipment*. The 
act ot May, 1878, forbids any deduction, ex- 
tent what Is necessary for expenses. The 
railroad commissioner fias insisted .that ex- 
penditures for new construction and new 
equlpn>«"t* are not "nec«s»ry expense) actu- 
ally pMd -within the year In opei.tlng the 
same and k«plng the same In a state ot re- 
pair," and has declined to settle on any basis 
Which deducts such items from the gr«3 re- 
ceipts, lu ascertaining net earnings. The 
question has been In controversy about four 
and a half y«*rs, «>d during' that time the 
Union Pacific company has refused payment. 
Th« commissioner requests that the attorney 
general shall determlue what Fhall constitute 
"net earnings." The Union Pacific, Kansas 
Pacific and Denver Pacific consolidated In 
1SSO. The act of May, 1S76, requires that 
these lines pay 25 per cent, of their earnings, 
less the .cost of transporting government 
troops and supplies. This per cent, has not 
be«n paid since the consolidation. 


The attention of the secretary Is also called
